Third Duma of Rich Men Will Domi- 
meer Over the Workingmen—Tbiey 
Must Conquer and Defend 
Their Rights. 


&t. Petersburg, Jume 2!.—A separate 
manifesto was issued tonight by the Na- 
tional socialists ang circulated in the 
city. It is a colorless document of a 
thousand words, describing the duma’s 
relations with the government. Its most 
effective phrase characterizes the session 
of the duma as ‘“‘a hundred days of cap- 
tivity.”” The doogument closes with the 
adage that every nation deserves the 
kind of government it tolerates, but the 
document does not make any definite im- 
perative recommendation. 

The manifesto sets forth as the policy 
of the four socialistic groups a plan to 
reject the budget and to refuse to agree 
to recruiting until the government be- 
comes responsible to the people. In this 
connection it reproaches the constitu- 
tional democrats for cooperating with 
the reactionaries On several] occasions. 
It complains that the constitutional dem- 
oarats prevented the passage of the 
amnasty bill. but states that the govern- 
ment was equally disregardful of all 
duma initiative and obstructed at every 
step or blocked cooperation; that tne 
government declined to furnish the duma 
with budgets of former years and other 
indispensable documents for the prese- 
cuted progressive priests, and finally at- 
tempted to blackmail the duma into sur- 
rendering fifty-five deputies against whom 
it had trumped up accusations. The man- 
ifesto ends as follows: 

“Through the new law 
domineer over the peasantry, and the 
third duma of rich burghers wil! domi- 
neer over the proletariat. This coup 
d'etat takes away the ‘modicum of lib- 
erty which the people won. Our duty 
is to solemnly exhort the people to re- 
member that its destiny !s in its own 
hands, and that it will possess only such 
right as it conquers and defen4s."’

For a time there was some doubt in 
Washington, even in the minds of the 
officials at the Japanese embassy, as to 
the power behind the demand of Count 
Okuma for the substitution for Aoki at 
Washington of a ‘“‘strong’’ man, by 
which term it was understood he meant 
a Japanese committed in advance to the 
policy of demanding from America full 
rights of citizenship of residents and 
rights for Japanese. 

Aoki had realizeq early the impossi- 
bility of securing al] of these rights at 
this time, because of the inability of the 
national government to dominate state 
administration. He reports to his own 
government to that effect, wfth the plain 
Intimation that it was advisable to 
seek, instead of the unlimited rights, 
only those that might reasonably be ex- 
pected to be conceded at this time—an 
opportunist policy—at first caused a dis- 
agreeable impression in Japan. The suc- 
cessful outcome of the recent war with 
the natural inflation of Japanese pride, 
tended to make the ambassador's policy 
of doubtful popularity. 

It is quite certain that the Salonji min- 
istry was for a time somewhat taken 
aback at the ebullition of popular indig- 
nation evidenced in the publications in 
the opposition in the newspapers in Ja- 
pan, and it even is surmised that there 
was a slight weakening and a disposi- 
tion to make some concessions. But 
soon after the agitation had. reached its 
height, the Japanese business interests 
began to feel a very strong pressure 
from abroad, conveying a clear warning 
that a quarrel with America would leave 
Japan friendless and certainly would 
discourage the investment or foreign 
capital in Japan enterprises. 

With this favorable influence, the 
Saionji ministry found ilttle difficulty 
in securing the adhesion of the two 
great parties in Japan to its policy, and 
the announcement made from _ Tokio 
through the Associated Press representa- 
tive to Ambassador Aoki’s tenure is re- 
garded as convincing evidence that 
Count Okuma’s onslaught has failed and 
that the settled policy of Japan from 
now on will be to discountenance ‘“Jin- 
go’’ agitation as directed against Amer- 
ica. and to endeavor to strengthen the 
friendly retations between the two 
countries.

No fruit is being con- 
signed. 

The early varieties have been stand- 
ing shipment, well, and prices in east- 
ern markets are good. For a car of 
Carman peaches shipped from Mar- 
shallville this week, $3.60 the case for 
550 cases was realized in New York. 

Nearly all the fruit hete has passed 
out of the growers’ hands, and is held 
either by canneries or by strong pro- 
duce firms in the east. One New York 
firm alone has bought orchards which 
are estimated to contain eighty cars of 
peaches. For some of this $2 a case 
is the contract price. The canners 
have bought quantities of fruit on the 
trees, and will have a good run. Rob- 
erts Bros., a nw concern here from 
Baltimore, have already packed quite 
@ quantity of canned peaches and will 
Probably have the largest output of 
any cannery in the country, as the im- 
portant canning districts elsewhere 
are shy of peaches this year. Canners 
have paid as high as $! the bushel for 
the run of fruit as it comes from the 
Orchard, which makes an extremely 
Profitable price for the grower, as his 
expenses for packing are nothing.

WAS ADAMS SHUT 
BY CREE JONES! 


‘Although Porter Jones Claims 
He Killed Adams, 


TRIED TO PROVE AN ALIBI 


Cree Jones Tried to Prove an Alibi 
in the Murder Case of Adams. 
He Was Committed for 
Trial—_Mrs. Adams 
Testifies. 


Eatonton, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—The 
commitment trial of Porter and Cree 
Jones was concluded Friday evening at 
5 oclock. Porter Jones claims he killed 
Adams in self-defense, waived trial, and 
demanded indictment. 

Cree Jones attempted to prove an 
alibi, claiming he was at work in a 
field three-quarters of a mile away when 
the killing occurred. He said he put a 
negro on a mule and sent him to the 
Adams home to see who was killed, al- 
though other homes were nearby. Cree 
introduced a negro woman, girl, and 
small white boy as witnesses in field 
with him. Their testimony proved 80 
conflicting it became ridiculous. The 
boy swore he went by the woman's 
house to wait for Cree to go to work, 
and the woman swore she never saw 
the boy. 

Prosecution introduced witnesses who 
swore that Cree did not go to his field 
in three-quarters of an hour after the 
killing, and that the boy was at a near- 
by shop when the killing occurred. It 
was proved that Cree could have come 
and gone from his field to Adams’ field 
twice in the interval between the shots 
and his arrival in his own field. 

Mrs. Adams’ testimony was unshaken, 
and she bore the ordeal bravely. Her 
husband told her twice after she reached 
hitr that Cree killed him and that they 
had no fuss or words whatever, Mrs.. 
Adams was asleep when the_ shots 
aroused her. She saw her husband's 
mule standing in the field, rang the 
farm bell, and found her husband near 
the rear of the garden fence. 

Cooper rested the defense on evidence 
submitted.

ner. Dr. Johnson refused to comply 
with the instructions of the entomolo- 
gist and appealed to the state board of 
entomology which, on May 27, 
ed the action of the entomologist.

orchard as the law provides, and the 
case was brought before the ordinary 
of’Gordon county. The decision of the 
ordinary, rendered on Thursday, fre- 
quired Dr. Johnson to treat his orchard 
in the manner directed by the state 
entomologist. This means he will have 
to treat the orchard by spraying as 
directed, or destroy the infected trees 
outright. He will also have to pay the 
court costs. 

The state board of entomology has 
been in existence since 1898, and up to 
this time it has not been necessary 
to take any case into court in order to 
make a fruit grower’ give his scale- 
infested orchard proper treatment. The 
case is of particular interest to fruit 
growers all over the state in that it 
entirely upholds the law relative to the 
inspection and treatment of orchards 
found infested with the San Jose scale. 

The hearing of Dr. Johnson’s case 
consumed considerable time, part of 
which was taken up by the court vis- 
iting the orchard in question in order 
that the state entomologist might prove 
his assertion that the orchard was ac- 
tually infested with the San Jose scale, 
and hence endangering other orchards 
in the neighborhood. 

The fruit growers of Gordon county 
are pleased with the decision, as they 
realize the danger from the spread of 
the San Jose scale. They also recog- 
nize that the state board of entomology 
should have power to enforce their rul- 
ings in such cases as this.

He Professed Religion 
Before Hanging. 


Marietta, Ga., June 2!.—(Special.)—At 
11:10 0’clock this morning, John Mitchell, 
& negro, was hanged in this city. He 
Killed Nash Johnson, also a negro. 

Just before his death Mitchell called 
for Dennis Dallis, his partner, who was 
convicted as principal in the second de- 
gree and sentenced to prison for life 
Mitchell gave Davis his Bible and break- 
fast and told him to lead a better life. 

On the scaffold, Mitchell called for 
Lulu Holmes, another negro, who is 
charged with murder, and told her to 
pray and be good. He» ws statement 
was: “Hope you will all, both black 
and white, seek Jesus. I hope all wi 
meet me in heaven. Trust Jesus and 
you will not fear death.”’ 

Deputy Sheriff Dewberry pulled the 
trigger and the negro’s neck was broken 
almost instantly. 

John Mitchell killed Nash Johnson at 
a frolic at Johnson's house on May |. 
Johnson ordered Mitchell out of his 
house, Mitchell, with an oath, drew his 
pistol and killed Johnson -instantly. 

Mitchell ran away and was captured 
aé che home of a relative in Atlanta.

The negro was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged last Friday.

GOVERNORSGIVEN 
SPECIAL POWER 


Right to Suspend Papers 
and 8anish Private 
Citizens, 


St. Petersburg, June 2!1.—An imperial 
ukase. has been issued to the governors 
of the provinces of Archangel, Novgo- 
rod, Olmetz, Pskoy, Ryazan, Smolensk, 
Tyer and Yaroslay according them spe- 
cial powers, empowering them to sus- 
pend newspapers, disperse meetings, 
banish undesirable persons and. take 
other measureg for the maintenance of 
public security by administrative pro- 
cess, without having resort to the 
courts and to inflict punishment up to 
three months imprisonment and $500 
fine. 

These provinces include practically the 
entire area of Russia, where some form 
of martial law has not already been 
proclaimed. The administrative powers 
of the governors correspond with those 
given under a state of “reinforced se- 
curit.” The step was taken to head off 
agrarian disorders, the possibility of 
which it is believed has greatly in- 
creased the determination of the social 
democrats, social revolutionists and 
members of the group of terrorists to 
issue a joint manifesto to the nation, 
urging the people not to accept ‘the 
aristocratic regime contemplated by the 
new election law,’’ but to defend the idea 
of popular representation by force. The 
decision to. issue the joint proclamation 
was taken during the night and the 
text is now being drafted. The national 
socialists, or social revolutionists, have 
decided to issue a separate proclamation 
on similar lines. 

The delegates of these organizations 
have for several days been vainly en- 
deavoring to hold a conference in St. 
Petersburg. The police are closely on 
their train, and have made wholesale 
arrests and house searches among rail- 
road’ officials and employees. Several] 
prominent leaders and many of the 
qmaller fry have ‘been captured. ‘The 
railroad men contemplated declaring a 
general] strike but they are awaiting a 
more favorable opportunity.

Chicago, June 2!.—The Record-Heral¢ 
today says: 

Final steps are being taken in New 
York to complete a $70,500,000 railway 
coup which the Vanderbilts have en- 
gineered to secure the lion’s share of 
the tremendous traffic which originates 
in Chicago and the surrounding terri- 
as the great tonnage 
which passes through and around 
Chicago. The culminating financial 
transaction in this great traffic deal, 
which William H. Newman, president 
of all New York Central lines, has 
been successfully playing in she inter- 
ests of the Vanderbilts, in the leasing, 
with right to purchase, of the outer 
belt line from the Chicago Junction 
Railway Company. 

Supplementing this is the leasing for 
a term of ninety-nine years of a part 
of the tracks of the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer Railway Company, which 
forms the connecting link in the com- 
plete inner belt railway system which 
the Vanderbilts are securing. 

President John A. Spoor, of the belt 
road, yesterday confirmed the lease and 
declared that before the end of the 
vear the outer belt line which his 
company now owns and operates would 
into the possession of 
the New York Central lines. 

Another integral part of this great 
traffiC coup, which the Vanderbilts 
have been quietly perfecting for the 
past five years, is the Chicago, Indiana 
and Southern road which they have 
built directly south from Chicago to 
Danville, where {ft connects with the 
Big Four road. It is a part of the 
comprehensive traffic campaign which 
they have carefully planned and ex- 
ecuted to extend this system straight 
south to the gulf before the opening of 
the Panama canal.

in a language not his own, knows 
the difficulty encountered in the use of 


the various technical dictionaries now 
available. 

Much of the trouble comes from the 
fact that the translations given are 


often unreliable, very frequently hav- 
ing been made in the country of pub- 
lication and in many cases do not con- 
stitute the actual foreign equivalents 
of the respective terms. This was ob- 
viated in this new dictionary by inter- 
change and comparison among the 
leading autherities in the countries 
with whose languages the @ictionary 
deals. Each member of a corps of edi- 
tors representing these countries was 
supplied with a large blank book con- 
taining drawings, symbols and formu- 
las and blank spaces for new words 
that he might find: There was one 
blank book for each topic. Armed 
with these books, tours were made of 
large manufacturing establishments in 
the various countries and the names 
of the objects filled out by the aid of 
foremen, workmen, etc.; the editor 
pointed out the object and .was told 
the name. This is simplicity itself and 
the only way to make up an interna- 
tional technical dictionary. 

The distinction here, too, is so fine 
that where: in English words there is 
a difference in meaning between the 
term as used in America and in other 
English-speaking countries, the Amer- 
ican terminology is distinctly marked. 

On what might be termed the “Engit- 
neers’ Universal Language,” that of 
formulas, symbols and pictures, which 
do not change in different countries, 
this dictionary is based. Each word, 
term or item, as far as possible, is 
thus illustrated, making the possfbility 
for error or inaccuracy nearly impos- 
sible. 

The principle of universal fillustra- 
tions makes the book valuable, also, 
as a technical dictionary even if it 
were not desired for translation pur- 
poses. 

Then, too, the arrangement of this 
dictionary in an entirely new way, as 
will be seen from a glance at the sam- 
ple pages, making it even more valua- 
ble. The terms are not arranged al- 
phabetically but topically, like in a 
handbook, and reference to any word is 
made easy by an alphabetical index of 
al] the words in the book, irrespective 
of language with reference to page and 
position on the page. The Russian 
words are indexed separately because 
of its peculiar alphabet. 

With these many new features, the 
International Technical Dictionary can- 
not fail to interest everybody who has 
any technical reading to do that re- 
quires translation from one language 
into another. The McGraw Company, 
of New York, are the ptblishers.

The Shameless Diary of an Explorer. 
By Robert Dunn. (Published by Out- 
ing Publishing Company, New York.) 

This is an unco on book of unuse 
ual interest. While mainly it is an 
account of a recent attempt to reach 
the top of Mount McKinley, its chief 
interest lies, perhaps, in its being an 
absolutely frank record of the dally 
happenings during the journey. Most 
of the books of exploration are writ- 
ten in a comfortable study, and con- 
form to fashion. This is different, and 
is written in a very sptrited language 
and spirit of “the trail.”

His 
aim has been to present what he be: 
lieves to be the most wholesome and 
uplifting aspect of Christian faith. 


Carpenter’s Industrial Reader. By 
Frank G. Carpenter. (American Book 
Company, New York.) 

This is the first of a new series of 
supplementary readers, written by the 
author of the phenomenally successful 
geographical readers. The book will 
give children a knowledge of the pro- 
duction and preparation of foods. and 
show how civilization and commerce 
grew from man’s need of foods and the 
exchange of foods between the various 
nations. The author takes the chil- 
dren on personally conducted tours to 
the great food centers of the worid, to 
the markets of exchange, to the facto- 
ries, the farms, the forests, and the 
seas. 


Three Comrades. By Gustav Frens- 
sen. (Dana, Estes & Co., Boston, Mass.) 

This work, not the least powerful and 
sympathetic of this author's romances, 
combines a beautiful and absorbing 
love story with a character study of 
rare force and subtle insight. Unlike 
his previous works, it does not ad- 
vance anything new or radical! on re- 
ligious cr social questions, but limits 
itself to the vivid portraying of life, 
love, labor, joy, and sorrow of its very 
human and wholly interesting charace- 
ters. 

It pictures at first the lives of three 
boys drawn together by association 
and the very attraction of their strik- 
ing dissimilarity of character. Later 
shows them grown to manhood, sepa- 
rated, and seeking each his own chosen 
goal, hampered and finally overcome 
by his own peculiar failings. Finally 
comes reunion at the crisis of misfor- 
tunes when each is able to bring to 
the assistance of the others his own 
particular good qualities. The whole is 


told in wonderfully vivid, simple style, 
which characterizes Frenssen’s writ- 
ings, and throbs with real vita] human 
interest from one end to the other. 

Just For Two. (Published by H. W. 
Wilson Company, Minneapolis, Minn.) 

Recipes are usually designed for five 
or six people, and the waste caused by 
using such recipes for a family of two 
is apparent. Unfortunately any at- 
tempt of the young housewife to dil- 
vide the recipe usually results fn falfl- 
ure, 


These recipés are the result of years 
of patient study and enthusiastic prac- 
tice and have established for the au< 
thor an enviable reputation. 


Four Seasons in the Garden. By 
Eben E. Rexford. (Published by J. B. 
Lippincott Company, Philadelphia, Pa.) 

A book on gardening for the home- 
maker by the foremost amateur gar- 
dener of the United States. It treats 
of all phases of the subject, from the 
simple bed or two along the fence, in 
a city back yard, to the most ambi- 
tlous garden the happy suburbanite or 
country dweller can manage without 
the services of a professional. 

The growing of house plants, and the 
use of plants for household and table 
decoration are important features of 
the book. Two chapters on Rural and 
Village Improvement carry the home- 
gardening plan into the larger field of 
community work. 


Stella Hope. By Pmily Barkedale. 
(Neale Publishing Company, New York.) 

It is a charming group of southern 
girls to whom Mrs. Barksdale presents 
the reader. There is Marie Houghton, 
“handsome, graceful and haughty, but 
charming when she wishes to please.” 
There is Helen, whom we know as Nel- 
lie, “with frank, laughing blue eyes,” a 
tender, smiling mouth, a silightly 
freckled complexion and light, wavy 
brown hair. She {fs not so handsome as 
her two more stately sisters, but with 
“heart of gold,” ever ready to sacrifice 
herself for the pleasure of others, she 
finds earth’s highest good, and her Hfe 
is blessed because of the blessings it 
bestows. There is Ethel, youngest 
daughter of the house, a 1!9-year-old 
blonde beauty, selfish and vain, “but 
a few days emancipated from a fash- 
fonable boarding school.”

PLANS ARE MADE 
FOR THE PARADE 


Another Meeting Is Held by 
the Hoke Smith 
Club. 


The Fulton County Hoke Smith Club 
met again yesterday at 6 o’clock in the 
headquarters of the club, in room 11/2 of 
the Piedmont hotel, and practicalhy ar- 
ranged the general plan for the parade. 
There are some minor detaiis to be filled 
in, but these are only secondary to the 
general outline. 

When the platform and other arrange- 
ments are perfecteg these matters will 
ibe turned over to the joint. legislative 
committee of the house and senate, who 
will then take charge of the inauguration 
ceremonies. 

Hon. Hooper Alexander, of Dekalb, 
will move the appointment of this joint 
committee, in accordance with the un- 
varying custom of the past. 

This will be the second inauguration 
in which the military will participate 
as far as is now recalled in the history 
of the state. 

A magnificent military parade was the 
feature of Governor W. Y. Atkinson's 
second inauguration, there being military 
companies in line from all parts of the 
state, Governor Atkinson riding horse- 
back in the procession. 

The committee is undecided whether, 
after forming at the Erskine fountain, to 
march to Governor-elect Smith's resi- 
dence on West Peachtree and act as 
an escort from there to the capitol, or 
wait in form until the governor’s car- 
riage reaches the fountain and then fall 
in line in the march to the capitol. 

As previously stated, one fare for the 
roung trip, plus 25 cents, has been grant- 
ed to citizens, and I-cent a mile, plus 
25 cents, to bands and military com- 
panies. 

The local and out-of-town clubs will be 
in the parade, the line of march proba- 
bly being from the Erskine fountain 
down (Peachtree to Whitehall, Whitehall 
to Mitchell and Mitchell to the capitol, 
the governors party lighting at the 
front entrance on Washington street. 

Governor Smith will have to take the 
oath of office in the house of represen- 
tatives, as the law provides that the two 
houses shal] convene in joint session in 
the hall of the house of representatives, 
the president of the senate presiding. 

It is said to be the plan for Governor 
Smith to take the oath in accordance 
with this requirement, after which he 
will deliver his inaugural address on 
the capitol grounds from the platform to 
be erected by the local committee. 

It has been the invariable custom in 
the past for the governor to deliver his 
inaugural and then take the oath of 
office. The retiring governor turns the 
great seal of the state over to the new 
governor, and he in turn entrusts it to 
the keeping of the secretary of state. 
This is a very pretty custom that adds 
solemnity to the oocasion.

People to Vote om Majority Rule and 
on Election of Certain City Offi- 
clals by Popular Vote—Three 
New Committeemen 
Elected, 


The city executive committee met yes- 
terday at noon and decided to hold a 
primary for aldermen and councilmen 
on Wednesday, August 7. 

The committee also decided upon the 
following measures: 

To let the people vote on whether or 
not a majority rule is wanted for all 
primaries beginning next year. 

To let the people vote on whether or 
not they wish certain city officials 
elected at the ballot box instead of by 
council and the city boards. 

To elect members of the city executive 
committee at the same time the pri- 
mary is held. 

To request the city council not to ex- 
tend the city Mmits until next year. 

To have a_ superintendent of pri- 
maries. 

Frank L. Malone, member of the com- 
mittee from the sixth ward, and J. C. 
Harrison, from the third ward, handed 
in their resignations, as both will prob- 
ably be candidates for the city council. 

New Committeemen Elected, 


Their places were filled by A. S. Had- 
ley, from the third, and A. W. Stephens, 
from the sixth ward. 

The resignation of Prentiss Reed, from 
the sixth ward, was announced, as Mr. 
Reed has left the state, and Thomas E. 
Veal was elected to fill the vacancy. 

The committee held a long and tedious 
session. Notion after motion was made 
to adjourn and wag lost. 

No sooner had the committee been called 
to order than Walter R. Brown made a 
motion to adjourn for two weeks be 
cause members of the committee had 
moved into new wards and the legality 
of their membership had been ques- 
tioned. , 

Frank Malone moved as a substitute 
that the committee proceed to business. 

The motion to adjourn was lost by a 
vote of I! to 9. 

Mr. Malone offered a set of resolutions 
setting the date of the primary and giv- 
ing in detail all the arrangements for the 
election. 

The date is August 7. The rules’ are 
the same as have obtained in the past, 
the polls opening at 7 and closing at 7 
o'clock. 


Majority Rule Provision. 


The paragraph giving the people the 
right to vote on the majority rule is as 
follows: 

“Resolved second, That the qualifféd 
voters participating in this primary 
election are hereby given the oppor- 
tunity, and they are respectfully in- 
vited to express their choice as to 
whether or not they desire that all 
successful candidates in all future 
municipa] white primary elections of 
this city, excepting this primary elec- 
tion, be required to receive a -majority 
of all the votes cast for the particu- 
lar nominations for which 
test before being declared 
nominees of such municipal white 
primary election; {ft is therefore or- 
dered that the following words be 
printed on the official ballots to be 
voted in this primary election, to wit: 

“*For majority vote to nominate.’ 

‘Against majority voteto nomi- 
nate.’ ’’ 

The four aldermen, from the third, 
fourth, seventh and eighth wards, are 
to be elected from the city at large, 
and the eight councilmen, one from 
each ward, are to be elected by a ward 
vote. 

When the resolutions had been read, 
Mr. Corrigan offered an amendment 
fixing the primery on September 18, 
which was defeated by a vote of i2 
to 9. 

Mr. Brown said he was opposed to 
any majority rule. He said it was noth- 
ing more than a measure to defeat 
James G. Woodward next year. 

Mr. Corrigan offered a resolution to 
elect a superintendent of primaries with 
a salery, and the resolution was 
adopted. 

Mr. Corrigan moved that a treasurer 
be elected and before he could take his 
seat he was unanimously chosen to fill 
the office.

TORRENS SYSTEM 
IS RECOMMENDED 


Grand Jury Asks Better Pro- 
tection for the 
Deeds, 


A resolution recommending that the 
county commissioners authorize Arnold 
Broyles, clerk of the superior court, to 
take steps looking toward the installa- 
tion of a new indexing system for the 
court house was adopted by the grand 
jury at the meeting held yesterday 
morning. 

The grand jury also went further, and 
recommended that the county commis- 
sioners have the next legislature enact 
some form of law looking to the estab- 
lishment of the Torrens land law sys- 
tem of registering deeds and titles. 

This resolution was introduced by 
George B. Hinman, a member of the 
grand jury, who is familar with the 
workings of the Torrens system. It 
provides for the appointment of a regis- 
ter of deeds, and all -parties holding 
deeds or land titles are required to tury 
over their deeds to the regrstrar, receiv- 
ing in exchange a deed certificate show- 
ing to whom the property in question 
belongs. When the question of proper- 
ty ownership is raised, all that is neces- 
sary is to take the certificate to the 
registrar and he can look up and deed in 
a very few moments. 

Mr. Hinman is convinced that the 
Torrens system far excels the present 
system in use in Georgia, and intends to 
do all in his power to secure its adop- 
tion.

EXPLAINS PRICE OF MEATS. 


People Are Eating More and Farmers 
Growing Fewer Cattle. 
Chicago, June 2!1.—A dispatch to The 
Tribune from Washington, D. C., says 
that in the opinion of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson the recent increase in 
the prise of meats is entirely natural, 
and even a further advance in prices 
may be expected. That_the cost of meats 
is greater today than ever before in 
conceded by Secretary Wilson, who be- 
HMeves that American prosperity is at 
the bottom of the situation. The people 


are eating more meat and the farmers 
are not raising as many cattle as for- 
merly. 

There is also an enormous export 
trade which cuts a great hole in the 
supply. Last year we sent abroad more 
than $323,000,000 worth of animals, 
meats and animal products. 

It was suggested to Mr. Wilson that 
the price of meats was due chiefly to 
the determination of the meat packers 
of Chicago to so far increase prices as 
to make the public pay for the losses 
sustained by the packers as a result of 
the meat inspection law. 

“TY do not think there is anything in 
that,” said the secretary. “‘As a matter 
of fact, Chicago does not fix the price 
of cattle. New York and the east have 
their buyers at Chicago, and they com- 
pete too sharply for Chicago alone to 


fix the prices.”

Story of His Crime. 

George and Andrew Bundrick, in the 
year 1904 met on the public highway 
John Shrouder and his wife. They fired 
upon. the couple. Shrouder was instantly 
killed and his wife was wounded. 
George Bundrick escaped, but Andrew 
was captured and sent to the peniten- 
tiary for life. Later George was cap- 
ture4, was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. He was placed in 
the jail at Americus-and from this he 
escaped. 

A tragic incident connected with his 
incarceration in the ‘Americus jail was 
that the day and hour of his execution 
was set and only five minutes before 
the time set for his hanging news was 
received from the governor of a respite 
of thirty days. During these thirty days 
he escaped.

From the time of his escape until 
only a few weeks ago he was not heard 
of until a newspaper dispatch to The 
Constitution announced that he had 
voluntarily given himself wp in Califor- 
nia to a farmer and asked- that he be 
sent back to Georgia to meet his fate.

Close Was Steady at 3 to 9 
Points Up, 


Effect on the Market Towards the 
Close—Good -Weather Reports 
Early in the Day Sent 
It Off. 


New York, June 2!.—The cotton marke 
Was not more than moderately active 
today, but after selling off to a new low 
point for the movement, during the early 
session, there wag quite a sharp rally 
in the late trading and closed very 
steady et a net advance of 3@9 points. 
Sales for the day were estimated at 
200,000 bales. 

The opening was barely steady at & 
decline of 2@6 pointg in response to 
lower cableg and shortly aftefward the 
active new crop months showed a net 
loss of 8@® points on the favorable 
weather reports in the western belt and 
a forecast for continued showers in that 
section. July Wag relatively firm, how- 
ever, selling only 3 points net lower 
and around 11.26 for October, the mar- 
ket steadied on covering of shortg and 
ru.ced steady during the balance of the 
session, becoming more _ active 
firmer toward the 
houses, with western connection 
rumors of fresh bull support. The close 
was within a point or two of the best 
active monhts. Twenty-five points in 
Texas, according to the detailed reports 
of the weather bureau, reported precip- 
iftation ranging from about .02 to 3 
inches.
